" My reports indicate nn immediate 
danger of starvation at Dawson, hut 
great necessity for provisions being dis- 
tributed between Fort Selkirk and 
Skagway at varioua points. Believe ice 
formed all the way through. Our pro- 
visions are being pushed down by horses 
and dogs. Intend to keep supplies 
moving till water opet:3 in spring to 
avoid possible starvation."

THE " TEXAS " FLOATS AGAIN. 

She Nnrrowly Escapes Collapse in Drydock 
and Seeks Ficsti Trouble at Sea. 

New York, Jan. 17.— A Washington 
special to the Tribune says "Naval 
officers gave a long sigh of relief when 
the ill-fated battleship Texas got away 
from the New York naval yard on Satur- 
day afternoon, and their anxiety about 
her will be altogether dispelled when 
she getB back there several months from 
now, if she suffers no tniBhap in the 
meantime. The regularly recurring ac- 
cident to the TexaB is now overdue, and 
there is no end of KueaBing where or how 
it will develop the next time. 

"Ii transpires that she exhibited 
BigiiB of falling to pieces in the dry dock 
at Brooklyn within the last ten days, and 
also that she perhaps never would have 
joined Admiral Sicard at sea bad not the 
Lavy department adopted the drastic 
and unprecedented method of notify- 
ing Commodore llunce, commanding 
the navy yard, that not a single voucher 
for work on the ship would be approved 
after (i o'clock on Saturday, January 15, 
and that any bills for labor or material 
would have to be paid out of someone's 
private pocket after that hour. So the 
Texas had nothing to do but to get away. 
This policy worked so well in this in- 
stance that AsaiBtant Secretary liooBe- 
velt will hereafter put it into execution 
on all the chronic harborers on repair 
stations.''

GENERAL PALMER PROMOTED. 

He Will Soon Have Temporary Charge of 
British Warlike Operations in India. 

Calcutta, Jan. 17.— Sir William Lock- 
hart, after completing the report on 
which he is engaged concerning the fu- 
ture Indian frontier policy and the 
measures to be adopted, will return to 
England on three months' leave. Gen- 
eral Sir Power Palmer will act during 
his absence, being succeeded in hie pres- 
ent position by General Mills. The 
force will otherwise remain unchanged, 
except for a temporary reorganization of 
the headquarters staff. General Power 
Palmer haB been commander of the Pun- 
jaub force Bince 1893. He entered the 
Indian Army in 1857, and during the 
mutiny he served with Holden's Horse, 
n 1S03 he was on the northwest frontier. 
He served in the Absynnian war from 
1807 to the end of 1868, and waa with 
the Duffia expedition in 1SU4. He serv- 
ed also during the Afghanistan war in 
1878, and in the Soudan expedition in 
1885. He received the rank of Major- 
General in 1893. 



WHO IS LEWIS ? 

Rival to the Washington Scheme for " Re- 
lief of the Yukon Miners. 

Copenhagen, Jan. 17. — An agent of 
the Canadian uovernment named Lewis 
organizing an expedition for the" relief 
of the miuers in Yukon valley, Bimilar 
to the one undertaken by Dr. Sheldon 
ackBon in behalf of the United States 
government.

STEAMER'S NARROW ESCAPE. 

British Ship Reports an Unusual Variety 
of Mishaps at Sea. 

St. John's, Newfoundland, Jan. 17. — 
The steamer which was reported last 
Saturday as off the harbor, unidentified, 
but with her steering gear damaged and 
which was driven to sea in a heavy 
storm, entered port this morning. She 
proved to be the Parkmer, Captain 

vane, from Avoumouth, Dec. 29, for 
Koste, in hallaBt. 

She met with successive gales. One 
of the port-holes on the starboard side 
was stove in, and this admitted a Bteady 
stream of water that nearly filled No. 2 
hold. A bunker of coal shifted and the 
ship listed over 30 degrees to the star- 
board. The pumpB could not keep the 

ater under, until volunteers, working 

p to their neckB in water, plugged the 
porthole. They then succeeded in light- 
ning somewhat. All handB worked in- 
essantly for days to keep tho ship from 
foundering. 

Tho check valves on the starboard 
oiler gave way causing serious incon- 
venience, and after they were repaired 
they got out of order again, and as many 
as five times on Friday tho ship waa in 
such danger that the boatB were provi- 
sioned and all hands were warned to 
prepare to leave her at a moment's 
notice. 

Tho barkontine Corasid, Captain 
Hughes, forty days from Brazil for St. 
Jolin'8, went ashore near Capo Race in 
yesterday's snow Btorm and became a 
total wreck. 



From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Jan. 17. — Tho government 
has decided upon further changes in the 
Yukon mining regulations, and this, 
the third within eight months, will 
Bhortly be issued. In July last Mr. 
Sifton startled the country with a special 
ruling on mining in Yukon, hut the fol- 
lowing month he had to change it. The 
chief features of the second edition 
wore : Reduction of claims to 100 feet 
in length; reduction of renewal fees, 
from $100 to $15 yearly; imposition of a 
royalty of 10 per cent, on monthly oat- 
put of $500, and of 20 per cent, over $500, 
besides the reservation of every altern- 
ate claim. From end to end of the Do- 
minion these regulations were condemn- 
ed bb ruinous arid impracticable. 

Then Mr. Sifton began unwillingly to 
retreat, and after his returnifrom the 
AlaBkan coast it was announced that the 
proposal as to the reservation of alter- 
nate claims would not be enforced and 
that a large reduction would bo made in 
the royalty proposed. The now regula- 
tions carry out theBe promises. There 
ia recognition of " miners' law " in the 
matter of registration at distant camps; 
the license system is adoptod. 

Under the new regulations miners' 
licenses will be issued for $10 for an in- 
definite time for individuals and $500 for 
companies, and the fee for reserving, 
will be $15 with an annual renewal of 
$15. Claims will be 250 feet in length, 
and the government will reserve every 
alternate block of ten claims. 

River or digging claims will be leased 
in five mile sections for $100 a year per 
mile. 

Claims producing over $2,500 a year 
will pay a royalty of 10 percent. In a 
minine camp situated more than 100 
miles from a gold commissioner's office, 
the miners, if more than five in number, 
may elect their own recorder and record 
their claims with him, pending regular 
registration within three months. 

The Times' Bpecial despatch from Ot- 
tawa thus Btates certain of the new regu- 
lation a :— 

" Every miner and employer of a 
miner will require to takeout a miner's 
certificate the fee for which will be $10. 
In case of a company it will be 
$50 or $100, according to the 
amount of the capital stock. A 
miner's license will confer the 
right to the miner to fish, hunt and cut 
the timber necessary for mining. Pro- • 
vision will be made for obtaining miners' 
certificates at a number of cities and 
| towns, such as Montreal, Ottawa, To- 
ronto, Winnipeg, Calvary, Vancouver 
and Victoria. 

"The general size of mining claims 
will be 250 feet, and discoverer's claims 
500 feet. Every alternate ten claims 
shall 1)0 reserved by the government of 
Canada. Subaqueous mining leases will 
be iesned in five mile sections with a fee 
of $100 per annum and the usual 
royalty. 

" Provisions are made to prevent 
speculation in claims by throwing a 
ciaim open to entry which has not been 
worked a certain number of days, unless 
reasonable cause is shown, and by pro- 
viding that a record Bhall not be issued 
for more than one claim to any miner in 
the same locality. "

Irvine hospital closed to-day. It haB 
had 24 caBes of small-pox since July, 14 
being fatal. 



ONTARIO CATHOLIC BISHOPS. 

A Joint Pastoral Declaring Their Views on 
the School Question. 

Montreal, Jan. 17.— (Special)— The 
bishopi of Toronto, Hamilton and Lon- 
don have issued a joint paatoral in- 
structing their people to accept the 
mandate of tho supreme pontiff and 
persevere in preserving their consti- 
tutional rights. At Montreal and King- 
ston the encyclical was read without 
comment.

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How Unsuspecting Eastern Folk 
Are Induced to Contribute 
to Seattle Proilts. 



Eailway Company's Good Name 
Used to Give Tone to False 
Statements. 



Vancouver, Jan. 17. — Comment ia 
being made by the merchants of Vancou- 
ver aa well as by those of Victoria on the 
distribution of United States pamphlets 
detrimental to the Canadian outfitting 
trade, particularly one recently issued 
by the Northern Pacific railway entitled 
" Key to Kloudyko." The local presB 
has commented on the matter and it is 
likely to be taken up by the board of 
trade. The Northern Pacific folder re- 
ferred to contains the following para- 
graphia chiefly complained of as being 
untrue and misleading: 

" Customs Duties, etc. — A large part 
of a miner's outfit purchased in thoUni 
ted States territory is admitted to Cana 
da free of duty. This includes a miner's 
blankets, personal clothing in use, brok- 
en packages of provisions being used, 
cooking utensils in use, and 100 lba. of 
food for the journey across the passes 
All excess is charged a duty. One im- 
portant fact should be borne in mind : 
Seventy per cent, of all articles needed by 
a miner in Klondyke and Alaska are 
produced in the United StatOB and must 
be imported by Canadian tradesmen. 
TheBe importers' necessarily pay a duty 
and in selling the articles add that, and 
also all charges for handling, freight, 
etc., to the cost of the goods; these the 
purchasing miner must pay. The Cana- 
dian authorities in tho Klondyke region 
seem to be disposed to cauBe the miner 
as little trouble as possible in this con- 
nection. 

" Koutes to Alaska and Klondyke. 
From Chicago and St. Louis to St. Paul 
and via the Northern Pacific railway to 
Portland, Tacoma and Seattle, whence 
the AlaBkan steamers sail, there is but 
one change of cars; at St. Paul. From 
Chicago the three Pacific coast cities are 
from eighty to eighty-live hours' ride, 
from St. Louis ninety-three to ninety- 
nine hours." 

The inference that, notwithstanding 
the Canadian duty, intending Klon- 
dykers can more advantageously outfit 
in the States than in Canada, is utterly 
false, as can be Been by comparing the 
prices in British Columbia with those 
on Puget Sound. 

Though in Borne few articles of hard- 
ware the cost is the same in the United 
States, tho saving on an entire outfit if 
purchased in Canada is in the neighbor- 
hood of 12 per cent. And, when the 
miner counts the Canadian duty of 30 
per cent., he will find that the'aaving 
through purchasing in Canada amounts 
to over -10 per cent. 

The vory marked absence of any 
reference to Victoria and Vancouver, 
the chief points of departure for the 
Canadian gold fields, ia strongly com- 
mented upon, and it is thought that in 
view of the wide distribution of this 
misleading Northern Pacific publication 
the boards of trade of the two Canadian 
coast citieB should take joint action 
in calling attention, not only to 
the saving to be made by 
purchasing in Canada, but to 
the advantages of starting from Vancou- 
ver or Victoria, from which the beBt 
steamers sail regularly, and where accu- 
rate information can be obtained from 
government officials as to the regula- 
tions under which the Canadian gold 
fields are administered. Such informa- 
tion can only be correctly and fully ob- 
tained in Canada, and a gold eeeker so 
posted need have no fear of detention 
ami annoyance nn reaching the confine 
of the Canadian Yukon by reason of hie 
running counter to sjme regulation. 



ARRAIGNING THE VATICAN. 

The Italian Government to Sternly Resent 
Alleged Revolutionary Sentiments. 

St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 17.— The Globe 
Democrat has received a reliable despatch 
from Rome, which says: "It is re- 
ported here that Zenardelli, the min- 
ister of justice and the most bitter and 
relentleB3 of all the foes of the Vatican, 
has instituted legal proceedings against 
the Civitat Catholic for articles declaring 
that the Pontif in his response to the 
address of cardinals on December 23, 
declaring that he would prefer tho pre- 
sent government overthrown and a re- 
publican government established in its 
place. 

"The Article," Eays the despatch, 
" constitutes eo direct an attack on the 
monarchy and the Italian government, 
so powerful an appeal to the revolution- 
ary sentiments of tho people, that it can- 
not be denied that the minister of justico 
has certain justification for taking seri- 
ous steps not only against tho paper in 
question, but also against those prelates 
and dignitaries of the Vatican court who 
are its acknowledged backers and in- 
spire™."

THE OPENING CEREMONIES. 

How the Natural History Society Will Assist 
at the Inauguration of the New Par- 
liament Buildings. 

At the meeting of the Natural History 
Society last evening the report of the 
committee on the ceremonies connected 
with tho opening of tho House of As- 
sembly was read and adopted. As has 
been announced, the society, with the 
consent of the government, had intended 
making a special exhibition, scientific 
and historical, in the new museum build- 
ing; but owing to the unfinished con- 
dition of the rooms it was decided not 
to go on with it as a Bociety, but in- 
dividually to assist the several depart- 
ments in making interesting displays. It 
being understood that the museum un- 
der tho management of Mr. Fannin will 
be open, and that the departments of 
agriculture and mines and the provin- 
cial library would probably each make 
exhibits of ita own, the members ex- 
pressed their willingness to assiat to 
their utmost. From the fact that tho 
opening of the house ia an event of un- 
usual importance, marking a Btage in the 
history of the province, it was conceived 
to be appropriate that there should be a 
historical display illustrating aa far 
as possible the various phases of the pro- 
vince, and this will naturally take place 
under the auspices of the library, to 
which every person interested will be 
invited to contribute, by loan or other- 
wise. 

A curious Indian implement was ex- 
hibited by the president, Mr. Green, 
last evening, and waa stated by him to 
be a donation from Mr. Lomas, Indian 
agent, Cowichnn, to the museum, where 
it may be examined. It may have been 
an instrument of warfare, tho material 
being probably fossil ivory, and would 
have made an effective policeman'B 
baton. There ia an interesting tradi 
tion connected with it, and as a relic is 
very rare, and was evidently highly 
valued by the Indians. 

Tho society decided to undertake a 
properly classified check list of the plants 
of British Columbia, making it aa com 
plete aa possible from available data. 

Captain Walbran continued hia series 
of papers on the early navigatorB of the 
Northwesfceoast, giving further details 
of Vancouver's explorations. Several 
more papers of this valuable series are 
still in prospect.

Vessel With Victoria for 
Terminus. 



Movements of the Australian Steam- 
ers—From Collier to Passen- 
ger Service. 



It will be very disappointing to all cal- 
culations and preparations at present 
being made by both American and Ca- 
nadian steamship companies, if British 
Columbia cities do not enjoy the princi- 
pal part of this year's northern business. 
The Puget Sound and Alaska Steam- 
ship Company fully realize this, and 
have chartered the steamship Pak- 
Bhan, a 2,000 ton vessel, to run 
north from Victoria and Vancouver 
in connection with this buaiueae, making 
this port her southern terminus instead 
of Seattle or other Puget Sound ports to 
which it might have been thought that 
this ship would ply. The Pakshan will 
bo due to arrive in about a mouth, and 
arrangements for her accommodation in 
Vancouver havo just been perfected by 
Mr. J. E. Macrae, of Tacoma. The pro- 
gramme which the ship is to follow calls 
for her loading at Vancouver firet, and 
then completing her cargo at Victoria. 
The Pakshan is capable of carrying 600 
passengers and 1,000 tons of freight. It 
is not yet known whether Bhe will bring 
a cargo across the Pacific when coming 
to Victoria. 

THE AUSTRALIAN' LINEBS. 

The Canadian-Australian Bteamer

According to the San Francisco Call 
the steamer Progreso left that port on 
the 13th and on her last voyage as a 
collier. That paper says : " She is to be 
turned into a passenger vessel and will 
be put on the run to St. Michael's in the 
spring. The intention iB to build her 
up in a similar manner to the work that 
was done on the Walla Walla and Uma- 
tilla years ago, and in that way turn her 
into one of the finest passenger boats on 
the Coast. When all the alterations are 
completed tho new Progreso will have 
accommodation for at leaBt 000 passen- 
gers.

WEEDS GOOD TO EAT. 



EXCELLENT FOOD PLANTS TirtAT HAVE 
BEEN LEFT FOR THE BEASTS. 



Amonc Ttjeso Are Charlock, Dandelion, 
Dock aud Fokcweecl — It Wasn't Ho Long 
Ago That Tomatoes and Cucumber* 
Wero Thought to lie Poisonous. 

Tho dopartmont of agrioultnro be- 
liovos that iu the plant life of this con- 
tinent may bo found many additions to 
onr dietary. Frederick V. Covillo, bot- 
nuist of tho department, has spent con- 
siderable effort in examining many of 
the plants now classed us weeds which 
aro capablo of sustaining vitality in 
man. He takes tho position that a 
"wider uso of green vegetable's in the 
dietaries of most pooplo, particularly 
those with healthy digestious, would 
bo a marked benefit." 

Chemistry has demonstrated largely 
tho substances which tho human system 
needs, aud Botanist Covillo finds tho 
essentials present in a great many 
plants, some of which aro nowhero con- 
sidered us effective) food for man and 
somo of which havo only a local use as 
human food. 

Mr. Covillo points out that wild 
herbivorous animals food on tho fats 
and carbohydrates stored up in plant 
seeds in tho fall. They fatten on this 
diet and gather in bodily fuel for the 
winter. Having exhausted their supply 
of fat by spring, they make green herb- 
ago their principal food. This renews 
their muscular vigor and vitality. This 
dietary system prevails among sava 
peoples and is largely followed by the 
Indians of tho western states. Man'i 
food baa e 'own more artificial with tin 
advance i.. 1 civilization, until, as Bot 
anist Covillo says, "foods aro now se 
leeted moro by custom than by in- 
stinct." Tho European races aro mor< 
given to eating salads and boiled green 
vegetables than tho pooplo of tho United 
States aro. The greater part of the 
plant food consumed by Americans is 
made up cf seeds, roots and tabors. It 
is because of this that tho peoplo of this 
country aro bilious. 

The first weed which Botanist Covillo 
would havo us eat is charlock. This 
plant grows as a weed from Now Eng- 
land to tho Pacific coast aud is consid- 
ered n troublesome weed in the wheat 
districts of Wisconsin, Minnesota and 
North Dakota. It is closely related to 
black mustard, another familiar weed. 
Charlock is known in New York state 
UB "wild mustard" and is considered 
poisonous. Charlock was a common pot 
herb in northern Kurcpo centuries ago, 
but it has not been recognized us food 
for man in the new world. 

Tho leaves of tho chicory plant are 
also good to cat and in somo neighbor- 
hoods are thus utilized. It occurs as a 
weed in tho Atlantic and Pacific states 
uud hero and there in tho interior. Its 
leaves grow in tho form of a rosette, 
after the fashion of tho dandelion. Yel- 
low rocket is a weed common through- 
out tho eastern states which man might 
eat. It is closely allied to tho winter 
cress, which is used us a winter salad 
and pot herb in Washington and Balti- 
more. 

Tho dandelion ia n weed which has 
already gained considerable favor as a 
food in tho United States, though it is 
not grown for market. It is very com- 
mon throughout tho United Stutes, ex 
cept in tho extreme south and west of 
the great plains, though it has rooted 
itself iu certain parts of Washington 
and California. Tho truckers around 
Paris have been cultivating tho dande- 
lion for many years with good results 
aud havo developed several horticul- 
tural varieties. Thero it is used largely 
as a salad, the plants being eaten green 
or blanched. 

Tho department of agricnlture calls 
especial attention to tho dock, two spe- 
cies of which, tho broad leufed and the 
curled, occur as common weeds in 
meadows, pastures and cultivated fields. 
Several species of dock aro used widely 
as a pot herb in Europe. Dock was used 
extensively by two tribes of American 
Indians, the Pimas and tho Maricopas. 
£)cck grows in tho arid regions of Ari- 
zona, New Mexico and Texas, where suc- 
culent vegetation i.s rare. 

Lamb's quarters, or pigweed, or goose- 
foot, is a weed which belongs to the 
same plant family us tho bent and spin- 
tl"h and ought to be used us a table 
vegetable. It is cultivated in Europe 
and is very common throughout the 
United Stutes. • 

Marsh marigold, or "cowslip," is a 
nntivo plant of North America. It 
grows in swamp land all over the north- 
ern part of the United States and Brit- 
ish America. It has a local uso as a pot 
herb, hut its value in this respect is not 
generally appreciated. Pigweed occurs 
in many fields all over this country, 
but tho uvorago American does not 
know its valne as a food plant. It is 
eaten by tho Indians of tho southwest 
and by the peoplo of Mexico. In some 
parts of California it is cultivated by 
the Chinese. 

Pokeweod is used locally in some 
parts of the south, hut its more general 
uso would he gratifying to tho economic 
botanists of tho department of agrioul- 
tnro. The French peoplo have intro- 
duced this plant into their country und 
esteem it highly. 

Tho department thinks it probable 
that common nettle, milkweed und 
round loafed mallow will comoto be re- 
garded as good food. 

The suggestions- rnndo by tho depart- 
ment may bo offensive to somo people; 
but, then, it wasn't so very long ago 
when tho tomato, or "lovo applo, " was 
thought to bo poisonous, when tho cu- 
cumber was looked upon as a fatal dose 
aud when pooplo of, Hie north wero prej- 
udiced against tlld bauuua. — Washing- 
ton Times. 

To assist a person in holding au ear 
of corn so as not to soil tho fingers 
while eating it, a new devicu is com- 
posed of threo prongs set in triangular 
form in a handled disk, tho prongs bo- 
tag stuck into tho large end of tho ear.

OUTFITTING IN VICTORIA. 

Aa time passes the superiority of Vic- 
toria tin an outfitting point over any city 
of the United States is being more 
strongly demonstrated. In his inter- 
view, printed in the Colonist on Sun 
day, Mr. Lee Stanley, of Rochester, N. 
Y., Bays the saving by buying goods in 
Victoria, as compared with Seattle, is 
equal to 40 per cent. When to this we 
add the duty of 30 per cent, average, the 
contrast is still greater and tolls more in 
favor of this city. Examine for a 
moment what this means. A man goes 
to Seattle and expends $500 in buying 
an outfit. When he gets to the Canadi- 
an frontier he will have to pay duty, 
which will probably reach $150 ; that iB, 
his outfit will cost him when he reacheH 
Canadian territory $050, not taking 
freight and other charges of transporta- 
tion into account. Mr. Stanley tella the 
public that if the man, instead of buy- 
ing in Seattle, had come to Victoria he 
could have bought a similar outfit for 
$300, which would thus save him $350 
on the cost, a sum that would pay the 
cost of transporting 350 pounds from 
Victoria to Dawson City. 

A gentleman who lately visited Seattle 
says that an argument in very common 
UB6 there is, that as Victoria merchants 
have to buy their goods in the United 
StateB, it stands to reason that the 
United States merchants can sell them 
at least as cheaply. If the fact were as 
Btated, the argument would be irre- 
futable; but the fact is not aB stated. 
Some of the hams and bacon, some of 
the beans and some of the rubber goods 
sold to Yukoners are bought in the 
United States, and it is conceded that 
Seattle merchants can sell articles so 
bought quite as cheaply as Victoria 
merchants; but, further than this, no 
one can truthfully go. Moreover, when 
it comes to the payment of duties, every- 
one knows that duties come less when 
paid upon large lotB invoiced at whole- 
eale priceB than on small lotB invoiced at 
retail prices. That is, if a man going to 
the Yukon buys American pork and 
beans in Seattle, they will cost him more 
when he pays the duty on them at the 
Canadian frontier than precisely similar 
goods would cost him if bought in Vic- 
toria. The difference would not be 
great, but it would be in favor of the 
purchase in Victoria. On otherarticles, 
and notably on woollen goods, Seattle 
merchants cannot hope to compete with 
Victoria. The Post-Intelligencer's Alaska 
News Syndicate knew this perfectly well, 
and so came over to this city and bought 
tbeir blankets here. 

The experience of those persons who 
deal with Victoria merchants iB of the 
most satisfactory kind. Seattle knows 
that what trade it is securing ia got un- 
der false pretences and can never be got 
again. The peoplo of that city know 
perfectly well that when the miners who 
outfit there come to the Canadian frontier 
and find themselves compelled to pay 
duly, they will awaken to the fact that 
they have been grossly deceived, and 
will never return there for goods. They 
know also that after tho present year 
Canadian houses will supply the Yukon 
trade with gopds kept in stock on the 
sceneof operations. They therefore do not 
care by what means the intending 
miners aro deceived, so long aa they are 
deceived. We are not finding any fault 
with the merchants who sell the goods. 
If a man should come to Victoria to buy 
good? to take into the State of Utah, we 
suppose none of our merchants would re 
fuse to sell to him or feel under any obli- 
gatiju to tell him that he would have to 
pay duty on hia purchases. Our complaint 
is not even against those who are respon- 
sible for advertising Seattle to tho world 
aa an outfitting point, except in so far as 
they have deliberately falsified the facts 
in order to deceivo the people. 

While speaking of this question, we 
may ask how it comes about if it is more 
advantageous to outfit in Seattle for the 
Yukon than to outfit for the same place 
here, that no one outfits there for the 
Cassiar, the Omiueca or Cariboo. The 
conditions aro precisely similar. The 
eamo law as to duties apply to the places 
named that applies to the Yukon. The 
eamo goods are purchased to be taken to 
the ono place as to the other. Yot no 
ono purchases a pound of goods outside 
of British Columbia to take to thoso 
places. Why, then, should any one go 
outBido of British Columbia to buy goods 
to take to the Yukon ? We recommend 
this quostion to thoso who are seeking to 
learn the truth about tho matter. Miners 



have been outfitting in British Colum- 
bia cities for the Canadian gold mines 
every year for nearly forty years. Is it 
not reasonable to suppose that they 
know what they are about? Is it not Bafe 
to credit them with ordinary good sense? 
If it was better to buy goods in Seattle, 
would they not long ago have discovered 
it? United States citizens have bought 
goods in Victoria time and time again to 
take into the mines, precisely the same 
kind of goods that are now being bought 
to take into the Yukon. Will anyone be 
bo ineane as to say that theee people do 
not know what they are about and that 
all through these years, they have been 
throwing away their money? Do we not 
all know that many Americans come 
directly from Seattle to buy goods to 
take into the mines? Do not the great 
United States commercial companies 
buy in Victoria the goods which they 
expect to sell in the Canadian Yukon? 

THE UNITED STATES AND CUBA. 

There is really more danger of 
difficulty arising between the United 
States tnJ Spain now than theie 
has been at any period sinto 
ths rebellion in tho ieland began. 
This is not because the condition of 
things on the island is more urgent than 
heretofore, but because President Mc- 
Kinley is an uncertain quantity and may 
at any time reviBo his policy of non-in- 
terference. It ia plain to the most 
superficial obsorver that unless some- 
thing can be done to withdraw public 
attention from the utter failure of the 
Republican party to redeem its pledges, 
made before tho election of 1S9G, nothing 
can save it from ignominious defeat at 
the next presidential contest. President 
McKinley has been in office not quite a 
year and the Dingley tariff has been in 
operation for even a shorter period; but 
there haB been ample time to demon- 
strate, first, that the return of the Re- 
publicans to power was not sufficient to 
restore confidence iu financial and com- 
mercial circlea, and second, that the 
new tariff, framed ostensibly to prevent 
the recurrence of deficits, will completely 
fail ro do so. It is now conceded by the 
Republican leaders that Mr. McKinley'a 
term is in all probability likely to be 
characterized by a succession of deficits. 
It iB this fact which has caused the 
great outcry in regard to the pension 
list. At last the Republican party has 
come to realize that the limit of the tax- 
paying ability of the peoplo has been 
reached, that is so far as customs duties 
are concerned. 

President McKinley'a presidential 
career seems likely to end in disastrous 
failure unless something new can be 
devised. The people are fast growing 
disgusted with the republican party, and 
some new meanB must be discovered of 
coaxing them back to their allegiance. 
It cannot be done by any promises in re- 
gard to the tariff. It cannot be done by 
any more nonsense in regard to Mc- 
Kinley and prosperity being political 
twins. It cannot be done by legislation 
on the currency question, for McKinley 
is committed to a line of action, which 
he knows perfectly well will alienate 
more votes than it will attract. The 
question is not whether his views on 
finance are sound or otherwise. They 
are exceedingly unpopular with the 
great mass of the people, and that is the 
chief point for his political managers to 
consider. 

President McKinley is not a great 
enough man to be willing to face defeat 
for himself and his party rather than 
commit the nation to a war with Spain. 
A Boldier and a very brave one ; he 
knows the horrors of war and shrinks 
from them. He is lacking, how 
ever, in the eort of courage 
necessary that will enable him to deal 
with the political emergency which has 
arisen. He has not the courage to say 
to his political managers that they must 
take with him the consequences of hav- 
ing piomised what they cannot perform, 
and he will easily be induced to give 
sanction to a line of policy towards Spain 
which will restore the prestige of hia 
pirty by appealing to the patriotism of 
the people. 

There iB no doubt that war with Spain 
would bo very popular in the United 
States. Canadians must to a very great 
extent Hympathize witli their neighbors 
in their indignation over tho cruelties 
perpetrated by tho .Spanish authorities 
in Cuba. Wo can sympathize also with 
the desire to seo eumething like free gov 
ernment set up on" that island. Wo also 
can very well understand why the peo 
pie of tho United States should desire to 
posaeBB the island, although it is fair to 
say that they do not ndrait to bo at all 
influenced by it in their hostility to 
Spain. Moreover tho United States has 
a very decent navy, and the people 
feel about it much aa a boy doeB 
4hen he gets a new axe. They 
want to try it on something at 
the earliest possible day. For these 
reaBona, and for others that need not be 
specified, there is no doubt that if the 
President should send a message to con- 
gress recommending the despatch of an 
ultimatum to Madrid couched in terms 
that would bo at once rejected, and 
should follow it up by recommending a 
declaration of war, his popularity would 
be at white heat. The temptation to 
take such a courao would be groat to any 
man, and may easily prove irresistible 
to one of Mr. McKinley's temperament. 

The war party in the United States is 
vory active, and iB made up of many ele- 
ments. It embraces firebrands like 
Morgan of Alabama and Lodge of Mas- 



sachusetts, young naval and military 
men anxious for promotion, contractors, 
eeeking to make fortunes out of supplying 
theforceB, budding politicians hopefulof 
new opportunities, and a great maas of 
people who have been taught at achool 
that the mission of tho United StateB is 
to whip all creation at the first con- 
venient opportunity. These elements 
would combine to make McKinley the 
moat popular president since Grant the 
moment he inaugurated hostilities with 
Spain, while a successful outcome of the 
war would secure for him and his politi- 
cal aaaociateB a long lease of power. The 
younger members of tho Republican 
party have not forgotten that it was a 
war that gave that organization its long 
lease of power, with the unlimited oppor- 
tunities of acquiring wealth and influ- 
ence resulting from it, 

THE NEW REGULATIONS. 



The new regulations in regard to 
mining in the Northwest contain ono 
clause that will meet with the hearty 
endorsement of the people of British 
Columbia. It ia that requiring miners 
and persons employing minors to tako 
out a miner's certificate. The Colonist 
believes that it is entitled to the credit 
of having made thia suggestion and also 
of suggesting that these certificates shall 
be put on Bale in tho British Columbia 
cities. At that time we said it would bo 
a maBter stroke, and now that it has 
been made we have no disposition 
to withhold the warmest expression 
of approval. This new regulation 
will make it almost compulsory upon per- 
sons going North to call at either this 
city or Vancouver to obtain their licenses 
and must completely revolutionize 
travel. I a effect upon the outfitting 
trade will be almost equally great. We 
anticipate that this regulation will cause 
a profound sensation in the United 
States citieB. \Vlien the Colonist first 
proposed it, the Post- Intelligencer de- 
clared it an infamous suggestion, said 
that the Canadian government would 
not entertain it for a moment, and de- 
clared that if it were adopted the United 
States would at once impose a licenso 
upon everyone crossing the so-called 
Alaskan strip. However much inclined 
certain unreasonable people might be to 
recommend euch a course, there is not 
the slightest reason to suppose it will be 
taken. 

The alteration in the size of mining 
claims will be generally satisfactory, and 
the change in the reservation is undoubt- 
edly a very great improvement, although 
we are not prepared to concede the ad- 
visability of any reservation whatever. 
The provision for the appointment of 
mining recorders ia a very good one, and 
the dredging leases seem reasonable. 
The royalty iB to Btand at ten per cent, 
all round. We adhere to the views al- 
ready expreaaed in this paper that a ten 
percent, royalty is too high, although 
admitting that the excessive coBt of ad- 
ministering the Yukon warranta a high- 
er royalty than could be otherwise just- 
ified. 

On the whole we feel that the govern 
ment is to be congratulated upon its at- 
tempt to deal with what isaBubject of 
no little difficulty. All that wo con- 
tended for has not bc2n granted, but 
ao me very important features of the de- 
manda of Victoria, as expreased in the 
press and at public meetings, have been 
met.

There is still a 
considerable difference in the price 
placed by Mr. Heinze upon hia property 
and that which buyera are willing to pay 
therefor; but the hope is strong that in 
a day or two at the furthest both partieB 
will have reached that stage in their 
negotiations when a final decision will 
he made and the documents signed. — 
Vancouver World.

Rev. J. C. Si'eek on Sunday evening 
in the Metropolitan Methodist church, 
delivered the second of a series of ser- 
mons upon the subject of "Municipal 
Morals." During the course of his re- 
marks he referred to the social evil, and 
said the police officers of the city should 
be given authority to close up houses of 
ill fame. 

The Presbyterian congregation • at 
Colwood has recently completed a com- 
fortable church edifice, which waB dedi- 
cated to the public worship of God on 
Sunday laBt. The church has Beating 
capacity for about one hundred, and on 
the occasion of the opening service waB 
filled. Rev. Dr. Campbell conducted 
the devotional part of the service, and 
Rev. W. Leslie Clay preached tho dedi- 
cation sermon, while the choir of St. 
Paul's church, Victoria West, led the 
congregation in praise. 

In chambers yesterday the injunction 
to restrain plaintiff in Ruth Mines v. 
Lovatt was continued. The Ruth mines 
near Sandon were located prior to the 
Kaslo & Slocan railway grant and were, 
it is claimed, excepted from the grant. 
The Kaslo & Slocan railway, after taking 
up their grant gave a lease to defendant, 
Lovatt, to cut timber on land a portion 
of which was covered by the Ruth mines. 
Plaintiffs thereupon secured an injunc- 
tion restraining Lovatt from cutting 
timber on tho mines, and this injunction 
was yesterday continued.

.Seattle. It is safe to say that it will be 
many a day before music lovers of this 
city will have another opportunity to 
hear such artists as Montanari, Agos- 
t.ini, Croni and tho other membersof tho 
Del Conte Company." 

Yesterday Mr. Justice Drake gave 
judgment in favor of plaintiff in tho ap- 
plication of Mr. Guillim, of Slocan City, 
to compel the Law Society to receive his 
application to be admitted to practice on 
the usual Bix monthB' residence condi- 
tions. Mr. Guillim was ndmitted as 
solicitor in the Northwest Territories, 
where three years' study is compulsory, 
and afterwards was admitted aa solicitor 
in Manitoba by passing the examination, 
but without putting in more study. The 
Law Society rejected the application on 
the ground that five years' study was 
necessary before admittance to practice 
in this provinco. Mr. Justice Drake 
held that aB Mr. Guillim had been ad- 
mitted to practice in Manitoba, where 
the term of Btudy iB five years, he had 
fulfilled the requirements of the statute 
of British Columbia as tho applicant 
bad the right to base hia claim for ad- 
mission on any prior admittance ho 
chooses to select.

THE FULL COUfLT. 

Appeals Argued and Decisions Given — To- 
day's Peremptory List. 

YeBterday the Full court dismissed 
the appeal of the city in McCormack v. 
City of Victoria. The Chief Justice 
granted an injunction to restrain the 
city from tearing down some condemned 
shacks on Johnson street, on the ground 
that an old injunction granted six years 
before had never been rescinded. On 
the part of the city an appeal was taken 
on the ground that as proceedings under 
the old injunction had not been taken 
for a year, a month's notice Bhould have 
been given of freBh proceedings. Mr. 
W. J. Taylor appeared for the city; Mr. 
L. Crease for the plaintiff (respondent). 

In Milne v. Begg, defendant appealed 
from an order of the Chief Justice add- 
ing the British Northwestern Develop- 
ment Co. aa plaintifia with MeaBrB. 
Milne, Flumerfelt and Dowler. Mr. 
Archer Martin for appellant (defend- 
ant) ; Mr. W. J. Taylor for respondents. 
Judgment was reserved. 
The appeal was dismissed with coats 
Lippman v. Edwarda. Mr. E. V. 
Bodwell, for plaintiff (appellant); Mr. 
G. H. Barnard, for defendant (re- 
spondent). 

Wollburn v. Cowichan brought up a 
nice little point of interest to munici- 
palities. The plaintiff, as coroner, sent 
in his bill to the municipality of Cow- 
ichan for an inqueBt held on the Cow- 
ichan rancherie, the Indian reserve in 
the district. The municipality refused 
to pay on the ground that they were 
not responsible for inquestB on Indians, 
and the coroner must look to the Do- 
minion government for piyment. Tho 
suit was decided in favor of the plain- 
tiff, and the municipality of Cowichan 
appealed. The Full court dismissed the 
appeal on the ground that the charge iB 
a part of the administration of justice, 
and, therefore, under the jurisdiction of 
the province and not tho Dominin. 
Mr. A. G. Smith, for appellants; Mr. A. 
D. Crease, for respondent (plaintiff). 
The peremptory list for to-day is:

Hobba v. E. ct N. Railway. 
Lowenberg v. Dunsmuir.

Nineteen men and one courageous 
young woman arriving here from Daw- 
aon on the Bteamer Corona yesterday, 
had among them in gold-dust and 
drafta a million dollars, or thereabouts — 
the largest amount of treasure for the 
number of owners that has ever come 
out of any mining camp to thia city in 
the memory of Victorians.- Practically 
all the new arrivals have become wealthy 
during their brief residence in the 
North, and probably half were among 
the original claim owners on Bonanza 
and El Dorado, who have recently sold 
out their claims at six figure prices. 

The last party to leave Dawaon was 
that headed by "The Big Swede," 
Andrew Olaon, starting on the evening 
of December 14; and the list of those 
who crossed the mountains in timo to 
catch the Corona at Dyea or Skagway is 
given as below : J. J. Baker, buyer for 
the Alaska Commercial Com- 
pany; Joseph Fox, Andrew Olson, 
Daniel Campbell, Leonard Sedgwick, 
Charles Brosino, William Kaufman, H. 
L. Burt, H. L. McCready, Judge Minrat 
Mattereon, L. T. Grady, Henry Willett, 
W. II. Welch, II. T. Coffin, J. E. Cur- 
rier, William Kerr, Gua Jobnaton, Nels 
JohnBton, S. Mallette — and MiBB Lou 
Keller, who paid the A. C. Co. $1,21" J in 
good yellow duBt for her passage from 
Dawson to the Coast on a dog aled. 

Campbell and Sedgwick had juat eold 
their claims for $125,000 each to the A. 
C. Co., and the amalleat amount that 
any of the passengers named brought 
through was $5,000 ; while Oleon, with 
from $250,000 to $300,000, waa probably 
the wealthiest man in the wealthy little 
company. The news brought by theee 
men is important chiefly in Jthat it ia 
confirmatory of the discovery of the 
great mother lode aa reported by W, J. 
Jones, but subsequently discredited by 
more recent arrivals who had not heard 
of it. 

Thia denial was given chiefly by James 
Macaulay of thia city, who left Dawson 
on the 12th December; W. H. Welch, 
H. T. Coffin and L. Burt, who left Daw- 
Bon the aame day as the returned Vic- 
torian, had heard of the discovery, how- 
ever, and were informed that the orig- 
inal strike was made at the upper end of 
claim 30 El Dorado, while two stringers, 
one at No. 27 and another yet lower 
down, wore subsequently located. 
Throughout the district the discovery of 
thiB immense ledge is accepted as assur- 
ance of the permanency of the district as 
a rich gold mining field. 

Aa to the placer diggiugB, they con- 
tinue rich as dreams have painted them. 
Powder creek, an aflluent of Quartz 
creek, has been having a boom ever 
since pane of $3.75 and $4 became a 
common thing. Of course the stream 
was located from oource to mouth aa 
soon as the first important, discoveiy 
was made. All Gold creek is showing 
pans of $10 to $100, while the miners on 
Hnnkor, Henderaon, Dominion, the Big 
Salmon and tho Stewart all declare 
themselves abundantly satisfied with tho 
prospects. 

L. T. Grady, one of the Corona's pas- 
sengers, ia a claim-owner on Hunker 
creek, and comes down to interest scien- 
tific men in the question of ground 
thawing, being satisfied that some pro- 
cess can be adopted that will materially 
lessen the labor neceBBary aa well as save 
timo in the operation of preparing; the 
ground for working. Ho will return 
with a party in March or early April, 
and would be glad in the meantime to 
hear from anyone having inventions cal- 
culated to snit his purposes. As to the 
worth of Hunker creek, Mr. W. H. 
Welch appeared to share the sentiments 
of the entire party when he said yester- 
day : 

"There iB no use in telling people the 
sober truth about it, for if you do they 
will set you down a liar. For inatance, 
what would you think if I were to tell 
you that the payetreak on Hunker is two 
hundred feet wide and six feet deep? 
And yet that is absolute truth. That 
creek ia the greatest treasure bearer eve/» 
discovered in that or any other country. 
Claims are not to be had for any money 
—in fact the onliie diatrict containa 
scarcely one unsaleable claim. Wonld- 
be buyers are infinitely indre plentiful 
than owners who can be tempted into 
selling." 

E.J. Livernash, of the Journal-Exam- 
iner, who ia bound for Ottawa aa a min- 
ers' delegate, was passed by the Olson 
party at Little Salmon, having been lost 
in the mountains for eiyht dayB through 
the incompetency of his guide, French 
Pete. Olaon and others of the Corona's 
company think it very probable that 
Livernash and his fellow delegates 
will turn back when they meet 
Major Walsh— who is still at Big 
Salmon — and learn how elaatic hia 
powera are with reference to the 
mining regulationa. Joaquin Miller ia 
reported by the juat-arrived Dawsonians 
as recovering rapidly from his recent 
terrible journey—a journey which, con-

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Mayor and Aldermen Take the Oath 
of Office Before Mr. Justice 
Walkem. 



Jiis Worship Makes His Inaugural 
Speech— No Chinese Fireworks 
This I ear— Hew Committees. 



The members of Victoria's new city 
council were yesterday Bworn in by Mr. 
Justice) Walkem in the Full court room. 
Mr. W, J. Dowler, city clerk, acted as 
master of ceremonioB, and one at a time, 
mayor and aldermen, came forward and 
took the oath of office. Mr. Justice 
Walkem then handed the city seal into 
the Mayor's bands and congratulated 
bim and the aldermen on their election 
to the important office of looking after 
the interests of the city for the next year. 

At eight o'clock last evening the coun- 
cil held tbeir first meeting at the city 
ball, and in a very few minutes after the 
preliminary reading of the election re- 
turns things were proceeding as smoothly 
as possible. Aid. Wilson has his old 
seat at the loft horn'of the crescent of 
deBks. Next to him is Aid. Kinsman ; 
then Aid. McCandleis, Hall, Ilumber, 
Humphrey, Phillips, Williams and Mc- 
Gregor in the order named. 

Before attacking the littlo business of 
an opening night, Mayor Kedfern ad- 
dressed the aldermen as follows: 

" Gentlemen, — It is very desirable at 
the commencement of the year to have a 
general review of the present condition 
of, and the probable needs and wants of 
the various municipal institutions, and 
it is with that object, and also that you 
may be acquainted somewhat with my 
own views on the subject, that I submit 
for your consideration the followiuir re- 
marks and suggestions, One of the most 
important questions the council will 
have to deal with, is the Point Ellice 
bridge suits, and while not admitting 
any liability on the part of the city, and 
without going into details on the sub- 
ject, I think it would be advisable for 
the council to consider whether any ar- 
rangement can bo arrived at without 
prejudice to the city's rightB, whereby 
the whole of this question can bo Bettled 
without any further resort to legal pro- 
ceedings 

" Water Works. — The contractors for 
the construction of the works having 
failed to complete the same, the council 
last July determined the contract and 
placed it in the hands of the engineer 
for completion, in accordance with the 
conditions laid down in the contract 
which constitute the engineer the judge 
as to what work is necessary to be done 
In his report he states that the work 
will be completed about the end of 
March, but before filtered water can be 
supplied to the city it will be necessary 
that the receiver or reservoir he com- 
pleted, which will cost about $13,000 
As the water works loan is all expended 
it will be for the council to consider how 
that sum is to be provided. 

" Stiieet Work and Improvement. — 
The need of street improvement is as 
urgent now as it was a year ago, but as 
the ratepayers have expreseecTa decided 
■ objection to any further loans for that 
purpose, it would be well for the council 
to consider whether a system of paving 
the business streets can be introduced 
on the local improvement plan. Be 
fore Government street can be 
paved, a larger water main will 
have to be laid; but a great hn- 
provemnnt in that street Aiould be 
effected if the propertyowners would put 
down permanent sidewalks, the city un- 
dertaking to lay the curb stones, and 
urantthe allowance usual for such work 
while on Broad, Yates, Johnson and 
Fort streets a system of paving oan be 
commenced at once, if the property own- 
ers are willing to pay the cost of the 
same, which would be quickly repaid to 
them through the increased rental value 
it would give to their propeity. For the 
ordinary street work us large an amount 
as possible should be appropriated out 
of revenue after providing for all 
the fixed charges of the corporation, 
which appropriation in order to insure 
a more systematic method of conducting 
street work should in my cpi„:jn bo 
divided into two parts — one to include 
the amount necessary for street clean 
ing, sprinkling and ordinary repairs to 
streets and sidewalks for which the 
gineer could give an estimate based on 
last year's expenditure, and which might 
be failed the ordinary street account. 
Tne other part might bu called construc- 
tion account, and before any money 
is expended on that account I 
would recommend that the engineer 
and street superintendent be instructed 
to prepare a report to the council show- 
ing the streets of the city that are in the 
greatest need of improvement, with an 
estimate of the cost of the work in each 
street; that report could be referred to 
the street committee for their consider- 
ation, who would recommend to the 
council the order in which the work 
should he undertaken, with any sugges- 
tions that they might wish to make on 
the subject. Upon the adoption of 
the street com mitt je'd report instruc- 
tions would go to the engineer's office for 
the work to be carried out as far as the 
funds available will permit. A certain 
amount of the appropriation would have 
to be reserved to meet any possible un- 
foreseen contingencies that may arise. 
If some such plan bo adopted, I am con- 
fident that the street work can be car- 
ried on more satisfactorily and more eco- 
nomically than it is at present. 

" Sewer Extension. — In order to pro- 
vide for the extension of the Bewerage 
system without adding to the debt of 
the city, I would recommend to the 
council the introduction of a by-law im- 
posing a smail frontage tax on properly 
abutting on the seweis, as a rent for use 
of sewer; all money received from 
that source to he applied to 
sewer extension only. Thero aro 
at present about thirteen mileB of 
. sewers, and a tax of 10 cents per foot 
par annum would give a revenue for 
sewerage purposes of about $12,000, and 
as that amount would increase every 
year on account of the additional sewers 
laid down, in a very few years the 
wholo city would bo sewered without 
any addition to the city debt. 

" Cemetery, — As the present cemetery 
ground is fast, filling up and more ground 
will have to be provided before long, it 
will bo for the council to consider the 
advisability of acquiring a now Bite for

land now occupied by the home for 
cemetery purposes, for which it was 
originally purchased. Neither the sito 
nor the building is suitablo for tbe 
homo, and in my opinion it would be 
better touequiro a new sito and remove 
the home than to purchase new land for 
ec!ii9tory purposes. 

" Library. — The small amount avail 
able for library purposes, viz: $1,200 per 
annum, is wholly inadequate for its 
proper maintenance, and in view of the 
great demands likely to bo made upon 
its resourcos this year on account of in- 
creasing population, an application 
should bo made to the people for per- 
mission to make a larger appropriation 

" Police.— The question of an increase 
of the police force is one deserving your 
earnest consideration.. The chiof in his 
annual report asks for four or six more 
constables, the request is approved of by 
the police commissioners, and as the 
maintenance of law and order is one of 
the first duties of the municipal authori 
ties 1 trust the council will be able to 
grant the addition. 

"Committees. — Last year as there were 
several questions at issne between the 
Council andtbo waterworks contractors, 
I deemed it advisable to appoint a special 
Waterworks committee to assist the 
Mayor in dealing with them, but this 
vear the works having been taken out of 
their hands and placed in the hands ol 
tbe engineer for completion, the need of 
such a committee no longer exists 
When it comes to a final settlement with 
the contractors the question will bo one 
for the council to deal with. In 
the appointment of committees I have 
reduced the number to nine, aa I be- 
lieve no good resultB from having com 
mittees on the list that have no func- 
tions to per'orm. I have therefore omitted 
the following from last year's list, viz. : 
Hack, Market, Pound, Printing and 
Special Waterworks committees, and 
should any question arise in any of 
those departments that requires special 
investigation, it can be referred to one of 
the other standing committees, or to a 
select committee appointed for that pur- 
pose. 

The estimates will be prepared and 
submitted for your consideration at as 
early a date as possible, and any other 
matterB that may require your considera- 
tion will b« submitted to you as occasion 
may arise." 

Ilia Worship then announced that he 
had appointed the following standing 
committees for the year: 

Cemetery— Aldermen Ilumber, Phil 
lips and Wilson. 

Electric Light — Aldermen Humphrey 
MacGregor and Ilumber. 

Finance — Aldermen McCandless, Hall 
and Williams. 

Fire Wardens— Aldermen Wilson, 
MacGregor and McCandless. 

Library — Aldermen MacGregor, Mc- 
Candless and Humphrey. 

Home for Aged and Infirm — Aldormen 
Kinsman, Williams and Hall. 

Park — Aldermen Hall, Phillips and 
Kinsman. 

Sewerage— Aldermen Phillips, Wilson 
and Humoer. 

Streets and Bridges — Aldermen Wil- 
liamB, Kinsman and Humphrey. 

One of tbe first actB of the council was 
to decide that there is to be no letting 
off of fireworks by the Chinese in the 
streets to celebrate thoir New Year. 
The Mayor announced that ho had re- 
ceived a request from the Chinese Benev- 
olent Society through MeEsrs. Drake, 
Jackson it Helmcken to allow fireworks 
to ho discharged all Friday and Saturday 
njghta next, but His Worship said that 
for his part ho was opposed to this in 
view of the sad accident which occurred 
last year, wbon a little boy was killed by 
a team that had become frightened by 
the explosion of lire crackers, and bolted. 
Under tbe circumstances the Mayor bad 
preferred to let the council deal with tbe 
letter, instead of Settling the matter 
himself. 

The council were all of the Mayor's 
opinion, and on motion of Aid. Kins- 
man, seconded by Aid. Wilson, the re- 
piest. of thUjChineso was refused. 

A request from William Malpass that 
tho city pay the doctor's bill for attend- 
ance on his wife, who was injured by a 
defective sidewalk on David Btreet, waB 
referred to tho streets committee for re- 
port. 

F. J. Claxton and seventeen others 
wrote calling attention to tho disgrace- 
ful condition of Feruwood road. This 
was referred to the Btreets committee 
and city engineer to report. 

Tho building bylaw amendment wns 
reconsidered and finally passed, and it 
was decided to invite tenders for print- 
ing tho annual reports. 

Just before tho council adjourned Aid. 
Humphrey suggested that a select com- 
mitteo should be appointed to look into 
necessary amendments to the Municipal 
Act. This met with general approval, 
and the Mayor named aa the committee 
Aid. Humphrey, Hall and MacGregor.

infirmities, goes down on record as one 
of the most remarkable in the history of 
the golden North. 

J. McCrady and Joe Fox, two of those 
who returned yesterday by tho Corona, 
remained in Victoria, and aro now regifl- 
torcd at the Victoria hotel. Mr. Mc- 
Crady bails from St. Louis, and has been 
in tbe Yukon country soveral montliB. 
His trip from Dawson to tho coast took 
thirty-four days, as be travelled in com- 
pany with Mr. Brady, an ex-hanker of 
Fairfax, Minnesota, who was ill, and bad 
to go slowly. Mr. McCrady was in time to 
made a good location on Hunker creek, 
anil ho thinks that tho recent discovory 
will prove in time as rich as either 
Bonanza or Kldorado. At the point 
where Mapr Walsh ia now camped, Big 
Salmon, McCrady remained a day in 
order to give bis charge a rest. The 
Major upon learning that he might pos- 
sibly return to the Yukon country by 
way of the Stickeen, gave him a letter to 
Mr. Duchosnay, chief engineer of tho 
C.P.R., who lias gone over the route, 
and who will give Mr. McCredy 
certain information ho requires re- 
garding it. Mr. McCredy says the 
trip from Dawson to the coast was by no 
means bard, although the weather was 
very cold. He is on his way to Chicago, 
and intended toine through to Seattle 
on tbe Corona veaterday. His object in 
getting oil" at Victoria waB, he Bays, to 
cook into tho prices of outfits here. This 
he did during the day, and when be re- 
turns hero in March he will buy all of 
his provisions etc. hero. He iniormed 
a Colonist reporter that of tho nineteen 
Dswsonites who came down on the Co- 
rona only one expressed the intention of 
remairing in civilization in the spring. 
Most of those who will return will, they 
say, come over to Victoria to outfit, al- 
though nearly all are Americana. 

Mr. Fox, the other Dawsonite who re- 
mained over in this city, is from Cali- 
fornia. Ha went North early last Bum- 
mer and located and purchased several 
claims on Bonanza creek. He left Daw- 
son on Dec. 13, it took him and his party 
only 23 days to reach the coast. When 
he left tbe mining centre there was no 
danger of starvation, although certain 
lilies of provisions were ratberecarce. Mine 
owners were then pay ing^l to$1.5Gannour 
for help, but were only employing men 
who had a grub stake. Mr. Fox says 
his trip out was rather pleasant, and 
that the journey is not nearly so hard or 
difficult as it has been described. Sev- 
eral who came down on the Corona left 
Dawson one day later than be did, and 
from theso men Mr. Fox learned that a 
very rich quartz discovery, supposed to 
bo tho mother lode, had been made a 
few miles out of Dawson City. About 
150 more miners will, Mr. Kox says, 
leave Dawson for the Coast this month. 

Speaking of the claims on Bonanza 
ind El Dorado creeks, Mr. Fox says that 
Mvners are holding them at prices 
ranging from $500,000 to $700,000. 
' Some of theso claims," be said, " are 
too rich to talk about almost. They 
literally pick up tbe pure gold in some 
caseB when they reach beJrcck." 

Mr. Fox will return to Dawson about 
March 1. He thinks tho present time of 
the year the most favorablo to start 
in, especially if a man is taking in * 
big outfit. Mr. Fox will purchase 
his outfit in Victoria in March. Ilia 
principal object in remaining here was 
to look into prices, and ho says these 
suit him so woll that be will now make 
all h ia purchases for tho north in Vic- 
toria. 

" I can, I see, buy goods as cheap, if 
not cheaper, hero than In Seattle or any 
American city, and in addition I am 
saving the duty of 30 per cent. Your 
merchants are thoroughly ac- 
quainted with outfitting, and a 
miner can get everything ho re- 
quires hero, and the best qual- 
ity too. I understand that it 
does not seem to bo necessary 
to take an inspector over tho Chilkoot 
pass at a cost of $fi a day, and if this is 
the case a tremendous outfitting trade is 
assured your morchanta. Just before I 
loft Skagway I received my information 
regarding the doing away with tbe in- 
spector business. Narly all the people 
who came down on tho Corona with mo 
will come to Victoria to outfit. 



wealthiest of tho just-returned gold dig- 
gers. Although he is going back to the 
far North before summer, it is because 
he has multifarious interests there de- 
manding his presence, not because ho 
baa his fortune yet to make. 

Hia present mission ia to revisit 
familiar scenes in California and renew 
old acquaintanceships there. He baa 
spent four arduous years in the Upper 
Yukon country earning this holiday; 
now, with about a quarter of a million 
in ready cash with him, he can well 
all'ord to enjoy his rest and recreation. 

It was on the 14th of December that 
Tho Big Swedo left Dawson accompanied 
by William Kaufmanu ami a third miner 
who remained at Dyea. They had two 
dog teams and were able to bring tbrotigh 
a large quantity of dust — about $120,000 
according to the testimony of other 
Corona passengers, one of whomdeclareB 
that Olson's contribution to the ship's 
treasure weighed a quarter of a ton 
avoirdupois. 

The money is in great part the pro- 
ceeds of a sale of claim 37 El Dorado, on 
which the great nugget was found, to 
tbe Alaska Commercial Company, $175,- 
000 iB said to have been the price paid, 
while the Swede still holds claim 30, 
although Baker has offered a similar 
Bum to become possessed of it also. 

Coramentingon " P. -I. Jones' " report 
of the discovery of the mother lode, Ol- 
son says that it iB perhaps premature to 
pronounce the ore body in question the 
" mother lode," but it is certain that an 
apparently continuous ledge of good 
quartz haB been uncovered, cutting El 
Dorado at claim 31 or thereabouts, as 
stated by JoneB, and following tho gen- 
<ral trend outlined by him. 

" Mother lode" is only a relative term 
at best, and it remains for the future to 
diBclose whether or not the quartz ledge 
in question is the most valuable body of 
gold-impregnated rock yet discovered, or 
contains only stringers that it would not 
pay to work. Olson ia inclined to be- 
lieve it will prove of incalculable value, 
f ir he has every confidence in the coun- 
tiy, and has interests ou almost every 
creek, not excluding Henderson, which 
he snonka of as one of tbe most promis- 
ing of all.

now in San Francisco, claims tho honor 
of discovering what ia now believed to be 
tbe mother lode of the Klondyke. He 

aayB : 

" Frank Slavin and I aro near neigh- 
bors on El Dorado creek, and some two 
months Bince I Bbowed bim where I had 
previously located tho quartz. He was 
in my cabin on the nigtit of November 
23, when I exhibited a pieco of the rock 
I found in the wall of quartz. At the 
time we paid no particular attention to 
it, aB the common expression in Alaska 
is: 'Quartz mines are of no good, as 
we can get no machinery to work them.' 

"The ledge I discovered looks like a 
bare wall of brilliant white granite. It 
extends for miles in eithor direction, and 
I do not know where it begins or ende. 
It is practically tho foothills of the 
mountains, commonly called glaciera. 
No one has ever been over tho hill, and 
we do not know how far back it ex- 
tends. 

" When I discovered it I was working 
about my claim and was thoughtlessly 
tapping tho wall of rock when the outer 
ehell of a portion of it came off and a 
pieco of quartz dropped into my hand 
that was a mass of leaf gold. From my 
knowledge of mining I should say it 
would aBaay $50,000 per ton. My claim 
is number -12 ou the El Dorado and is 
between Dawscn City and Fort Reliance, 
twenty-one miles north of the former 
place. I located and put in a claim for 
both ends of the claim about October 1. 
ThiB gives me forty feet front and clear 
through the ledge to the farther end, 
whatever distance that may be. 

" My cabin where I have been placer 
mining is about ten feet from the Klon- 
dyke river, Back of the. cabin ia a clear 
space of about fifty feet, after which this 
great ledge of granite commences to Hbo 
in a glacier formation. Our work 
has been all placer mining. I do not 
think the quartz mino can be worked for 
a year yet, as the machinery cannot be 
Bent in, and even after a railroad is 
built it will take eome time. Under the 
best of conditiona, a mill would coat over 
$200,000. 

" I first Bettled on my claim the latter 
part of Soptember, and passed the wall 
repeatedly without suspecting that it 
was the mother lode of the Klondyke. 
It is twenty-one miles to Dawson City 
to the place where the discovery was 
made. I kept it fairly quiet, and it waa 
not generally known at Dawson. 

"The wall of granite containing tbe 
lode is on the opposite side of El Dorado 
creek to that on which Dawson stands. 
It runa to the northward away from 
Dawson, working over toward the Cop- 
per river district."

A Runaway Cnliforninii Turns Up In This 
City With the Companion of 
His Flight. 

The San Francisco Examiner, of a re- 
cent date, published a story, about 
Charlea F. Burnham, a defaulting secre- 
tary, who disappeared from Oakland, 
Cal., some time ago, and who was sub- 
sequently located in Victoria with his 
companion, Mrs. Mary E. King. The 
story of the flight ia given in brief aH 
follows : 

" Uurnham's conduct in his winning 
ventures in partnerahip'with Mrs. King, 
a fascinating widow, was bo unsatis- 
factory, that charges of fraud were made 
by L. Solomon, of Stockton, who de- 
manded Burnbam'a arrest. Burnham 
bearing of this sought safety in flight. 
Ho departed without a word to any- 
one." 

This all happaned in November last, 
and soon nftor Uhief Sheppard received 
Baveral letters inquiring about the miss- 
ing uinn and woman, one being from 
Mr?. Burnham, who at the time was 
about to institute divorce proceedings 
charging the husband with cruelty and 
desertion. The police of San Francisco 
and of Stockton traced the fleeing couple 
as far as Portland but here, for a time, 
loBt track of tliem,and were in ignorance 
of their movements until Chief Sheppard 
supplied the desired information. At 
the time tho couple were living not a 
Btone's throw from tho city hall, and 
with them was Burnham's twelve-year- 
old son who was also sought. They were 
in this way under the surveillance of the 
chief for some time, and that 
official, meanwhile, was corresponding 
with Mrs. Burnham aH to their 
arrest and extradition. Nothing re- 
Bulled, however, and the matter has 
practically dropped. From what the 
chief learned at tho time, Mrs. King has 
a great big $1,000 credited againBt her in 
California, and as for Burnham, it seems 
aB if hiB affairs with the MaBonic order of 
San Francisco are not in very good 
shape. It was believed at first that he 
was irreatly in arrears in tho order, but 
the Examiner in speaking of tho matter, 
says : 

" So far aB the MaBonic order is con- 
cerned, it is not probable that any atepB 
will be taken to apprehend Burnham. 
His shortages in the local organizations 
were trifling. More careful examination 
of tlio records he kept led to tho dis- 
closure that his books were in a badly 
muddled condition. When matters were 
straightened out tlio large shortage that 
it was believed existed dwindled into an 
insignificant figure, not more than a few 
hundred dollars."

It is a matter of daily occurrence now 
to meet parties in Victoria who in pur- 
chasing their outfits for the northern 
gold fields, have firBt visited Seattle and 
other American cities, carefully looked 
into prices, and finally decided to outfit 
here. 

Many of these parties are composed of 
Americans, who stated in very plain 
terms that if they could have outfitted 
advantageously in Seattle they would 
have clone so. They bought in Victoria, 
they said, because they could get a bet 
ter class of goods at lower prices than 
those ruling in Seattle, and above all be- 
cause they could effect a saving of 30 per 
cent, in the duty alone. The case of 
Mr. Lee Stanley, of Rochester, N.Y., is 
perhaps the best object lesson aa to Vic- 
toria's advantages as an outfitting point 
that has yet been brought before the no- 
tice of the public. Mr. Stanley Baid that 
in purchasing an outfit here valued at 
about $900, and taking into considera- 
tion the duty of 30 per cent, and trans- 
portation chargee to Skagway, he Baves 
over .$200. He had made a careful in- 
vestigation of prices in Seattle prior to 
coming here, and was prepared to speak 
with authority. 

Two Boston parties bound for the 
north have also outfitted here recently 
In interviews published in the Colonist 
these gentlomen have stated in the 
plainest of terms that Victoria ia the 
best place at which to outfit with ad 
vantage. One of these parties was 
headed by Mr. G. C. Bunker, of North 
Columbus, MaBa. He purchased an out- 
fit for six men for two yeara, and Baid 
that he was at leaBt saving twenty per 
cent, on Seattle pricea by purchasing 
here. The other BoBton party composed 
of Mr. John Dorgan, H. M. Chase and 
W. J. GriffithB, bought a large outfit 
here and immediately sent word back to 
friends in the East that Victoria was the 
cheapest and beat place on the coaBt at 
which to outfit. 

The case of Mr. G. A. Eaterbrook, of 
Seattle, also furnishes another striking 
example of Victoria's advantages. Mr. 
Eaterbrook came direct from Seattle to 
thiB city to get an outfit for himself and 
partner, and he eaya without taking the 
duty into into consideration he saved at 
least 15 per cent. On the transportation 
of himself, hia partner and two horBes to 
Skagway, he claims to havesaved $30, by 
getting his tickets in Victoria, 

LetterB of inquiry are being received 
daily by city hotel-keepers from partieB 
living on the other side aB to the cost of 
outfits here, whether the duty of 30 per 
cent., is still in force, and other matters 
of interest and importance to prospect- 
ive gold hunters.

Mr. Matthews informed the Colonist 
yesterday that in the matter of dry 
goods, Victoria prices are considerably 
lower than thoae ruling in Seattle at 
present.

Seattle priceB were lower than those in 
Victoria, but, of couree, there was the 
duty to consider. 

"I am taking in a large party," said 
Mr. Matthews, " and my total ouiflt will 
cost away up in the thousands; so you 
can see that it ie worth my while to 
make a careful invejtigation before pur- 
chasing. I will not make any deciaion 
for a day or two as to where I will buy 
my provisions, but have just about de- 
cided to get the greater portion of my 
dry goodB here."

Seal Skins Bring December Prices-Reduc- 
tion in Beaver and Musk Ox 
Quotations.

The schooners Dora Sieward and 
TJmbrina, which were ready to 
Bail at an early hour in 
the morning, waited at their 
their moorings for the news. The cable- 
gram that arrived was not quite clear, 
but it appearB that the sealskins sold for 
about the same aB was obtained for them 
in the December sales, the quotations run- 
ning from $10 to $11. There were 18,000 
skins on the market all told and that they 
did not bring what it was expected they 
would, ia evidenced by the fact that be- 
tween five and six hundred were with- 
drawn. 

Though the sale was one of seal skins 
alone, the cablegram announcea a de- 
cline in beaver of 5 per cent, and in 
musk ox of 2).< per cent.

Prior to 
coming here ho visited Seattle, having 
been told in the East that he could not 
get a decent outfit at a reasonable figure 
in any other Sound city. Mr. Bryant'* 
experiences in Seattle were not of a 
most pleasant nature. Bufore he had 
been many hours in the city lie wac 
robbed of $JoO, by confidence men. He 
then arrived at tho conclusion that he 
was in a tough town, and came over t< 
Victoria where he will get his outfit, li 
ia altogether likely that, aB a result of 
Mr. Bryant's experience in Seattle, con- 
siderable money will be left with the 
merchants of thia city, aa he intends to 
purchase outfitB for a large party now 
organizing in the East, which will leave 
here for the North about the first of 
March. 

Mr. Bryant says that just before he 
reached Saattle, a gentlemanly looking 
fellow on the train struck up a conversa- 
tion with him, which was continued until 
the city was reached. Mr. Bryant told 
where he was bound for, and on the ad- 
vice of his new friend went to one of the 
down-town hotels and registered. After 
supper the confidence man was joined 
by a pal, and Mr. Bryant accepted an 
invitation to go to their room to seeaome 
gentlemen who were also bound for the 
Yukon gold fields. A poker game was 
proposed when tho room was reached, 
and, just to ta sociable, Mr. Bryant 
joinc 1 it, with the nsual result. 

" When I hold four kings," he said, 
"one of the party generally held four 
aces." 

Mr. Bryant left the room $150 
poorer, and immediately communicated 
with tho police. Hia friend of the train 
was arreated and made to disgorge $1C0, 
and the police are on the lookout for the 
other members of the party. 

Mr. Bryant says that Seattle is full of 
confidence men and crooks. He heard 
when there that one man who waB on 
his way North had, a few days before, 
been buncoed out of $3,000. The chief 
of police showed him a list of thirty 
names of confidence men now resident 
the city who were "wanted." The 
efforts of tho police to rid. the city of 
those gentry have been unavailing bo 
far. Mr. Bryant Bays that a man is 
hardly safe carrying money around with 
him in Seattle, bo numerous are the 
erooke.

Former Member of the Local Legislature 
Killed by a Victoria & Sidney 
Train. 

Charles Gallagher, a well known old 
timer and once member of the provincial 
legislature for Kootenay, was run over 
and instantly killed by a Victoria & Sid- 
ney railway train on Sunday. 

Gallagher, who lived near Beaver lake, 
was in town on Sunday and after pass- 
ing some time with a number of ac- 
quaintances atarted for home. He went 
aa far aa the Royal Oak on the two 
o'clock Sidney train and with a friend 
proceeded to hiB cabin afterwards. Evi- 
dently he had made up his mind to go 
Bomewhere later on, probably to Steves' 
hotel, as he had mentioned his desire to 
go there about three o'clock. It ia 
thought that he lay down on the track, 
for when the train from Sidney reached 
the cut near Beaver lake at o'clock 
the engineer saw an object on the 
track a couple of lengths ahead aB he 
rounded the curve, and though the air 
brakea were on and the engine reversed 
immediately, it was impossible to stop 
the train quickly enough to save Gal 
lagher. 

"The unfortunate man muBt have been 
at once killed for the wheels passed over 
his legs and the lower part of the body, 
crushing it terribly. An inqueBt was 
held yesterday afternoon and a verdict 
of accidental death brought in, as it wbb 
quite evident that no one waa to blame 
tor the deplorable accident. 

Charles Gallagher waa an Irishman 
who came to British Columbia 
the early sixties, and after mining 
for a time in Cariboo moved 
the Kootenay country. Here in 1S75 
he was elected at the same time aa Mr. 
A. W. Vowell aa member for the district 
in the local honse. He was a strong cup- 
porter of the Walkem-Beaven adminis 
tration which next yeHr went into oppo 
aition when Premier Elliott came into 
power. In 1S73 at the general elections 
Mr. Gallagher and Mr. R. T. Galbraith 
were returned from Kootenay when the 
Walkoni administration again came in, 
and a couple of yeara later Mr. Gallagher 
was appointed tax collector in Kootenay 
while the C.P.R. was building. 

After this he dropped out of politics 
and for the past few years has lived in 
Victoria, a poor working; man but one 
who waa always respected as a thoroughly 
honeat man. 

The funeral takes place Thursday at 
9 o'clock a.m. from the Roman Catholic 
cathedral.
